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PREFACE TO THE FIRST EDITION. 

In conformity with the opinion now generafly entertained, 
and in which I fully concur, I have adopted, in the 
following Calculations, the Carlisle Table of Mortality, 
which gives a nearer approximation to the actual duration 
of human life than the Noethampton or any other Table 
hitherto in use. 

In addition to Table XXVIII., for the Renewal 
of One Life in a Lease originally granted for Three 
Lives, I have, at the instance of several Stewards of 
Manors, calculated a Table (XXIX.) to show the Fine 
payable for the Renewal of Two Lives in a similar 
Lease. The want of such a Table has long been felt. 

I have adopted a novel mode of arrangement in 
the greater part of the Tables, by which means, I trust, 
they will be rendered more generally convenient. By the 
same figures, both the Number of Years' Purchase and 
the Present Worth of £100 a year are shown; thus 
affording, at sight, a correct idea of the Value. 

Table XV. will be found valuable by those who 
wish to enjoy a certain high rate of Interest on their 
Investments, while, from the state of the money-market, 
they can only re-invest the surplus income at a low rate 
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of Interest, in order to replace the Capital expended. 
For this practically useful Table I am indebted to Mr. 
Peter Hardy. 

At the present time I am induced to believe that 
Table VZIL will be interesting, as containing a record, 
from the year 1731 to 1851, of the Annual Average 
Price of Consols and the Average Rate of Interest, 
together with many important facts; also, the progress 
of the National Debt during the whole period. 

Among the Miscellaneous Class of Tables, I have 
introduced the Logarithms of Numbers 1 to 1200, 
and in order to make the Table available in the absence 
of one extending to 108,000, I have proposed a New 
Method of obtaining the Logs, of high numbers with 
little trouble and perfect accuracy, to the 5th place. 
The same method may be applied vrith equal success 
to the Natural (or Lord Neper's) Logarithms. 

In the Appendix are various Legacy Duty Tables, 
together with Examples and Scale of the Duties payable. 

By reference to the Table of Contents and the 
Index, the information contained in this Volume may 
be readily found.

TO 



THE THIBD EDITION. 



So short a time having ekpsed since the puhlication of these Tables 
in August last, the call for a Third Edition has afforded me much 
gratification. 

To the present Edition is added a Tariety of Tables of general 
interest. In the Tabi.e of Contxnts will be found a List under 
the head of Additional Tablxs. 

Hyperbolic Logarithms (Table A) are occanonally required 
by the Student and the Philosopher. I hare therefore given the 
Logs, of i to laoo, and have extended the Method proposed in 
the First Edition with reference to Common Looa. to the 
Htpbrbolic. The Loos, of high numbers may thus be obtained 
without difficulty, by the aid of the few pages inserted. 

Various Tables useful in Trioonombtry have been added, 
and the arrangement adopted by showing side by side both the 
Natural Number and the Log. will, I trust, be found convenient 
both to the Student and the Practical Man. 

The great progress which has been made during the last few 
years, in adding new Members to the family of the Solar System, 
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has induced me to endeavoar to bring into one yiew a considerable 
portion of the knowledge we possess on the subject. 

I have availed myself largely of the information given by the I 
French 'Bureau des Longitudes/ in the 'Annuair^* for 1853; 
and I feel both pride and pleasure in acknowledging my deep 
obligation to that distinguished Astronomer, Mr. John Couch 
Adams, the English discoverer of the Planet Neptune, for the 
valuable information he has kindly communicated to me on various 
points of great interest and importance, and which I have incorporated 
into Table F at page 151, 152, and 153. 

At page 132, a Table is inserted of Comparative Dates from 
the time of the Creation. As there appears to be some discrepancy 
in modem Works which allude to Chinese Chronology, varying 
with the authority followed, I will endeavour, briefly, to place before . 
the reader some of the statements made by different Authors. 

In DbGuionbs' ^Hiiioire G^niral det Hms,* 1756, the Istyear of the 
first Chinese Cyde is stated to be 2697 b. c. 

T|ie PsRB Gavbil, in his * TraiU de la CkronologU CMnoue,' paUished 
by SiLVBBTBB DB Sact in 1814, states at page 8, that the first year of 
Hwano-Tb was 2698 b.c. 

Fbbbbt, in ' MAm, Aead. de» Inscr^tiotUf' v. xmL p. 259, assumes the 
1st year of the Chinese Cyde to be the 1st year of Hwano-Tb, and from 
certain astronomical phenomena determines • that that year most have been 
2205 B.O. 

The Author of *L'Jrt de VAffler let Datet' states 2397 b.c. as the 1st 
year of the first Chinese Cycle. 

Dv Haldb, in *l>eeeription qf the Ea^pire qf Ckma,* v. i. p. 143, of 
translation, 1738, states that Yaou ascended the Throne 2357 b.c. in the 
41st year of the preceding Cyde, which from the context was the Vlth. There 
does not appear to be any authority to sanction Du Haldb in placing the 
commencement of the fijrst Chinese Cyde at the 20th year of the rdgn of Ya<>v. 
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LuDswio iDBLvm, in tha < Jffm. ^ tk» Btrtta Aetid*' 18S9, plioei the 
Ut year of Yaou 2557 a. c, end in the 4l8t of the Vlth Cycle.

John Williams, in the ^NumUtmaiie ChronieU/ ▼. ut. p. 169, hat 
aKertained by a oompariton of two Chinese Authorities with Dv Halbb, that 
acconling to the mmbi, the lint year of Taov was 9t361 b. o«f and the year omb 
of the iiiBt Chinese Cycle was 2692 b.c. 



After the closest inyestigation which I have been enabled to make, 
I do not feel it necessary to alter the date given bj DeGuigmes as the 
year One of the First Chinese Cycle^ viz. 2697 b. c.» and therefore 
that year is the basis adopted in the Table of Chronology. . 

The following comparative Table which I have abridged from one 
far more extensive, given by Sir John Herschel in his * Ouilinea of 
Jsironomy,* showing the exact commencement of the different Eras 
compared with the Jnlian Period, may prove of some interest to the 
reader of history, as well as to the Student in Astronomy.

As the Inbxx to the Logabithm is not mtrodaced into the Tablb, it mnst be 
prefixed in use, according to the following scale. 

When the natural number is 

10 and does not amount to 100, the Index 1 is prefixed. 

„ 1,000, the Index 2 is prefixed. 

„ 10,000, the Index 3 is prefixed. 

H 100,000, the Index 4 is prefixed. 

„ 1,000,000, the Index 5 ii prefixed, and so on. 

The Index of the Loo. of any decimal fraction is a negative number, equal to 
unltj added to the number of zeros immediately following the decimal point. The 
Index and Logarithm of -00782 is 3'8932068, and the Indsx and Loo. of *782 is 
1-8932068. 

In many calculations it afibrds much fiuality, instead of emplpying negative Indices, 
to use their complements, and + 7* and + 9* are substituted for — 3' and — 1- — ^At 
a subsequent stage, it is necessary tp deduct the 10 by which the Indices have been 
augmented.

It may perhaps be of use to state, that by Lord Neper's Table of 
Natural Logarithms,* the Log. of 10 is 2-3025850929940457, whereas by 
Briogb's Tablb the Log. of 10 is 1*00000, &c.

Divide the number, the Log. of which is wanted, by 10, until within the 
Table of Logs, which extends from 1 to IfiOO. The number of 
divisions made, or places the decimal point is removed to the left, will 
give the first portion of the answer, from the annexed Table of the 
Powers of the Log. of 10. 

II. Find the Loo. of the whole number in the quotient, left afrer the division 
made. 

III. Take the difference between the Loo. of the number last found and the 
Loo. of a number one greater. Multiply the difference into the decimal 
portion of the quotient and reserve the first seven figures. 

lY. These three amounts being. added together will produce the Loo. of the 
given number. 

E. G. Required the Log. of 625679.

A TABLE for the easy Extraction of the Boors of Per^bct 
Ct7BE Numbers, not exceeding nine Digits. 



The following Table affords a short and easy method of extracting the roots of 
numbers which are perfect cubes. It is of no real use, but is of some curiosity^ as 
this, or some equivalent to it, enabled the American Calculating Boy as he was called, 
some thirty years ago, to astonish the Londoners by extracting the cube roots of 
numbers as far as nine digits almost instantly, and apparently by a mere mental 
operation. The principle is found in a disquisition of M. Rallier des Ourmes,.

pnblislied long ago in the ' Acaddmie det Sciences,' * and it is thif — ^that in ererj 
peiifeet cube number, from the two lest digits of the cube may always be found the 
two last digits of the root — ^with howeyer some ambiguities in the cases where the 
cube either ends with 5 or with an even number. Every one knows that the first 
digit of the root is readily ascertained (where the cube exceeds six digits) by the 
number of millions in the cube. Therefore where the number of digits in the cube 
does not exceed nine, the root is easily found by the Table. Where the number of 
digits in the cube does not exceed six, there is no difficulty or ambiguity at all in 
any case. 

Take as an example : the perfect cube 18^284263. Here the cube of the natural 
number 5, viz. 125, is the one next below 182, the number of millions. And by the 
Table the cube ending 63 (see column III.) has a root ending 67. The answer 
therefore is 567. Again, to take an ambiguous case : cube 379503424. Here 343 
is next below 379, the number of millions ; therefore the first digit is 7. And on 

the Table (see column IV.) the cube ending 24 gives as the root 24 or 74 ; the 
answer is either 724 or 774. We adopt the first, because 379, the number of 
millions, does not greatly exceed 343. Had the number been 479, we ought to have 
taken the last. The greatest difficulty, but not an insuperable one,t is in the case 
of cubes ending with 5. 

The late Professor Woodhouse, after his attention had been directed to M. Rallier 
des Ourmes' dissertation by Mr. Baron Alderson, (then a young Barrister, who 
believed that it contained in substance a discovery of the American Boy's method of 
proceeding,) embodied the results of the Frenchman's calculations in this Tabular 
form, and thus made the matter quite simple. The test was afterwards applied, and 
the clever performance reduced to its proper limits. The supposed almost miraculouB 
capacity of the Boy was however put an end to by the experiments. 



* M. Rallier des Ourmes wm Honoruy Couniellor of the Pretidud Court of Rennes. His 
disquisition is published in the 5th yol. of the Vanign M^moires of the Paris Acad^mie des 
Sciences, and it is entitled ' A new Method of Division when the Dividend is the Multiple of the 
Divisor and may therefore be divided without a Remainder, and for the Extmction of Boots when 
the Power is perfect.' — See Euler's Algebra, vol. ii. p. 497* note 3. 

t In this ambiguous case the following rule will feeilitate the calculation r 
If the cube ends with 625, and the first figure of the root as shown by the number of millions be 
odd, then the choice is to be made between 05, 45 and 85 only. 
If it ends with 135, then between 05 and 25. 
If the first figure of the root be even, the reverse is the case. 

A similar rule af^lies to the case of the cube ending 75 : 

If the cube ends with 875, and the first figure of the root be odd, the choiee is between 15, 55 
and 05 only. If it ends with 375, then between 35 and 75 only. 
And if the first figure of the root be even, the reverse is the case. 

In like manner, by taking the three last digits of the cube into eonuderation, the ambiguity in 
ithe roots ending with even numbers would wholly vanish; but the Table would beeomelong and 
complicated, and these ambiguities do not present any real difficulty in practice.
